Ordered to Third Reading. 


The bill was then reported to the sen- 


ate and all the amendments that had 
been adopted in committee of the whole 
were agreed to in the senate except those 
on which separate votes were demanded. 
The first of them was Plumb's amend- 
ment for a customs commission on which 
Gorman demanded a separate vote. The 
amendment was agreed to—yeas 31, nays 
29 
By a vote of 38 to 28, a strict party 


vote, the senate ordered the tariff bill to 
a third reading and engrossment. Tho 
bill was ordered printed with the amend- 
ments and the senate went into execu- 
tive session at 2:53 p. m., and at 3:10 p. m.

course of his remarks at the evening ses- 
sion of the senate Mr. Cullom took occa- 
sion to pay his respects to Lord Salis- 
bury. He declared himself in favor of a 
national policy that would protect the in- 
terests ot the United States against ag- 
grension from any foreign nation. He 
waa a protectionist not only iu the sup- 
port of a tariff bill, hut he was for pro- 
tecting American interests and the na- 
tional honor in dealing with all foreign 
nations. 


An Iiicultlng Remark. 


He referred to a remark of Lord Salis- 


bury ID an address to a London club some 
month* ago to the effect (speaking of the 
Bearing sea difficulty) that the United 
State* was such a susceptible nation that 
Great Britain could not negotiate "at the 
top of its voice." He regarded that re- 
mark at insulting toward the United 
States, and expressed the hope that the 
time had come when the difficulties with 
Great Britain and her dependencies would 
be settled (honorably to the United States) 
in open day and that Lord Salisbury 
would not be allowed to whisper the 
secretary of state out of American rights.

C'hrfHtlttucy—His Career. 


LANSING, Mich., Sept. 9.—Judge Chris- 


tiancy died Monday evening at 8:30 after 
an illness of many months. He was born 
at Johnstown, N. Y., in March, 1812, 
making him 78 years of age. His educa- 
tion was that of common schools and he 
was early a teacher. He studied law, 
went to Monroe, Mich., in 1836 and com- 
pleted his studies, taking high rank as a 
lawyer. From 1S41 to 1816 he was prose- 
cuting attorney; in 1S48 was a delegate 
and leader at the national Free-Soil con- 
vention at Buffalo; was senator in 1850- 
61, and Free-Soil candidate for governor 
in 1S53. 


Unenviable Notoriety. 


He was a delegate to the First National 


Republican convention at Philadelphia in 
1850. 
In 1857 he was elected associate 


justice of the supreme court of Michigan, 
and was re-elected in 1885 and 1S73, serv- 
ing part of the time as chief justice. In 
1875 he was elected United States senator, 
and after a service of two years was ap- 
pointed minister to Peru aud resigned. 
He remained at Lima, Peru, two years. 
After being relieved of his diplomatic 
duties Mr. Christiaucy returned to Michi- 
gan. There was some disagreeable goasip 
about Mui iu the newspapers at thin time, 
and the notoriety which he achieved was 
by no means en viable. He had married a 
young treasury clerk for n wife, and after 
quarreling for some time he sued her for 
divorce.

them in reciprocity, as interpreted by Mr. 
Elaine. When he introduced the subject 
be pretended that he wanted to open mar' 
kets for more barrels of pork and flour.

The statistics of South American products 
put a damper on the enthusiasm of the 
Western farmer who had time to read them 


As the question is further investigated 


the farmer of the United States will not 
only see that there is no benefit for him in 
the proposed reciprocity, but that there is 
in fact a probability of actual and great 
damage. 


It is well to understand that reciprocity 


as figured out by Mr. Elaine, is something 
new in international trade. Some people 
haie said that it is only an approach to 
free trade. This may be true of the arg» 
mentused by Elaine to support his recip- 
rocity; but it is probable that a trial of his 
plan would arouse a good deal of bad biooc 
there is always in tbe world, and thus put 
farther into the future anything like a fair 
trial of greater freedom in trade. 


More properly described, the scheme 


called reciprocity should be named discnmi 
nation, Let us all see what Blame wants 
to do. He would effect an arrangemen 
with South America by which certain of 
our goods would go into that country free 
of duty. With or without duty, it is useless 
to think of our farm products going tha 
way. The trains that are moving toward 
the sea shore m South America are loaded 
with farm products, just as in the case with 
us. 
So that Mr. Elaine must really inten< 


to find a market for our manufactures 
ID 


the country to the south of us. 


To this end nothing will be accomplished 


by putting our manufactures on the free 
list, unless at the same time the South 
American governments can be induced to 
impose a duty on like goods that come from 
England. If the English goods are ad 
mitted on the same terms as our own, we 
will have no advantage. Just now we are 
given the same terms in the South Ameri- 
c in markets as are given the Englishmen 
It has been shown tbat on equal terms w 
are not able to compete with them. Whs 
this is the case has been discussed hereto- 
fore. In order to secure any appreciabl 
foothold in the South American markets 
Elaine sees that it is necessary to give ou: 
merchants an advantage by taxing those o 
other nations. Our goods are to go in free 
while those of Eagland must pay duty 
This would be discrimination as plain as 
the thing could be made. 


It would at once be seen that the moving 


spirit behind this discrimination is the gov 
eminent of the United States. 
There is 


nothing fair about this style of trade, and 
it would surely suggest retaliation. 
Dfs 


crimination in trade is no more nor less than 
commercial war. And it is a matter of com 
mon notice that yon can easily get youisel 
accommodated when yn challenge the Bug 
lishman to any kind of war. That is the 
greater part of his business, and he is fixed 
so he can fight at commercial war a trifi 
better than at any other kind. 


Suppose a treaty of ours should close 


South American ports to English ships 
Suppose .we could Induce the republics to 
the south of us to pass laws forbidding 
English Bhips to enter. Would not reUlla 
tton, or even stronger measures, be thi 
first thing thought of by those made to suf 
ferT And yet a treaty with South Atneri 
cans by which our goods could enter the! 
country free of duty while those of Eng 
land would have to pay a toll would in 
effect be the sime as a statute forbidding 
tbe entry ot English ships. 


We had just as well admit at once tha 


the Englishman would do everything in hi 
power to prevent the consummation of sucl 
a bargain. And if in spite of him it wea 
throosh, then he would do everything in 
his power to cripple the parties to the com- 
pact 
And since discrimination would be the 


watchword, would it not be the most natu- 
ral thing in the world for the English 
PsrUament to forbid tbe landing of Ameri 
can foods at Liverpool? Suppose the Eng 
list government should put a high impor 
doty on our wheat, com and meats, and at 
tbe saw time admit thase of other coon 
tries free. Where would such a policy land 
oar AT"*"''*" farmers? The trouble with 
thu gane ot discrimination is tbat more 
th«a one can play at it

We dont think there is one chance In a 


housand for Mr. Blalne to carry through 
its scheme. A thousand obstacles stand in 
;he way of the agreement he desires with 
South America. They will suggest them- 
selves to any man who has given the sub 
ectsome study. 
To Induce the South 


Americans to remove those obstacles it is 
not now in our power to promise a single 
benefit No man has yet shown a single 
nducement we can hold out to any agri- 
cultural country to Inveigle it into a com- 
mercial conspiracy with us. 


But sometimes the most Improbable hap- 


pens. Reciprocity with South America is 
not quite impossible. But should it ever 
come about in the way now proposed, our 
farmers will soon learn that it will result 
in the destruction of the only foreign mar- 
ket they now have. 


THOMAS B. KEED goes back to Wash- 


ington from the First Congress District 
o£ Maine with an increased majority. It 
was pretty generally understood that he 
would be re-elected, but It was the opinion 
of nearly everyone that his plurality would 
be largely cut down from the figures of 
1888. Instead of this It was doubled. The 
result was a surprise to Reed as well as the 
democrats. It must have been an astound- 
ing revelation to the idiotic correspondents 
who have been writing from that district 
for the last ten days. 


Reed's victory is the result of splendid 


organization. There are charges flying 
around in the papers that it was brought 
about by a lavish use of money. That 
charge is too ancient to have any force, 
except upon the clearest kind of proof. It 
may be that there was an abundance of 
money poured into Reed's district; but if 
such was the case, it will come out later on. 
The cry of bribery the morning after elec- 
tion needs to be followed by a great deal of 
proof. 


But a little study of the figures will show 


the cause of Seed's victory. The republi- 
can party in his district lacked only about 
1,000 of getting out the number of voters it 
did in 1888. On the other side, the demo- 
crats lacked about 4,000 o£ getting out their 
18S8 vote. There is no wonder that Reed 


by a sweeping majority. The men 


who were behind him were hard and well 
organized workers, and they had a great 
big pudaing. 


There may not be enough democrats in 


the First District to beat Reed, but there 
are enough to hold his plurality within
